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The Baptism With the Holy Ghost 


Luke 24:49-51, “And behold, I send 
the promise of my Father upon you: 
but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power from on 
high. And he led them out as far as 
Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, 
and blessed them. And it came to pass, 
while he blessed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into heaven.” 

Now it is very important to know 
who Jesus was commanding to go and 
tarry. They were His disciples. Matt. 
19:27-28, “Then answered Peter and 
said unto him, Behold, we have forsaken 
all, and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore? And Jesus said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, That ye 
which have followed me, in the regener- 
ation when the Son of man shall sit in 
the throne of his glory, ye also shall sit 
upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel.” Now this proves that 
these people that tarried were saved. And 
Peter said there were one hundred and 
twenty of them. (Acts 1:15.) We find 
that they tarried ten days, and God sent 
the promise of the Father, which was 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost. (Acts 
2:4; 11-15-16.) 


Did this blessing stop at Pentecost, as 
some preach? No! Go with me to Acts 
4:4, ‘Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the number 
of the men was about five thousand.” 
Acts 4:31, “And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they were 
assembled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” Also see 
Acts 8:14-17, “Now when the apostles 
which were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John: 
Who, when they were come down 
prayed for them, that they might re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost: (For as yet he 
was fallen upon none of them: only they 
were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus). Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost.” Also read Acts 9:17,18, and 
you can see where Paul was filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and Acts 10:44, where 
the Gentiles received the Holy Ghost. 
See Acts 19:6, where twelve Jews, John’s 
disciples, received the Holy Ghost. 

Now I have shown you six different 
places in the Bible where numbers of peo- 
ple were baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
And in every place they were already re- 
generated people. So the baptism comes 
after regeneration. There is not one place 
in the Bible that teaches that you receive 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost in re- 
generation. 
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“Now,” says one, “what does this bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost do for you?” 
Jesus says in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you,” meaning power to 
preach, power to sing, power to testify, 
power to pray, and above all to live a 
spotless life in the sight of God. 

Is that all? No. The baptism with the 
Holy Ghost sanctifies. Paul speaks of this 
in Rom. 15:16. Peter says in Acts 15:9, 


“Purifying their hearts by faith.” James _ 
4:8, “Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; 


and purify your hearts, ye double- 
minded.” 2 Thess. 2:13 says, “God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to sal- 
vation through sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth.” 1 Thess. 
4:3, “For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification.” 2 Thess. 5:23, 24, 
“And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Faithful is he that calleth 
you who also will do it.” Do what? 
Sanctify you wholly. Read Heb. 10:10; 
Heb. 13:12; Heb. 2:11, “For both he 
that sanctifieth and they who are sancti- 
fied are all of one: for which cause he 
is not ashamed to call them brethren.” 
Eph. 5:25-27, “Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself ‘for it; That 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word, That 
he might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” 

Jesus prayed that we might be sancti- 
fied. John 17:17,19-21, “Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth. 
And for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified through 
the truth. Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word; That they all 
may be one.” This prayer that Jesus 
prayed brings sanctification down to us. 

So you see that sanctification also 
brings a oneness among God’s children. 
And it takes sanctification to produce 
holiness. 

See Isa. 35:8, “And an highway shall 
be there, and a way, and it shall be called 
The way of holiness.” Isa. 62:2, “And 
thou shalt be called by a new name, 
which the mouth of the Lord shall name.” 
Verse 12, “And they shall call them, 
The holy people, The redeemed of the 
Lord.” 

Holy Ghost baptism also takes away 
the carnal nature that we inherited from 


the fall of Adam and Eve in the garden 
of Eden. Rom. 6:3-6, “Know ye not, 
that so many of us as were baptized into 
Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? 
Therefore we are buried with him by 
baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the likeness of 
his death, we shall be also in the likeness 
of his resurrection: Knowing this, that 
our old man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroyed.” 
This means the carnal mind. Now some 
people would make you believe this bap- 
tism spoken of here is water, but not so, 
as we are raised from this baptism by the 
glory of the Father, or the power of 
God, which is the Holy Ghost. Paul tells 
us in Rom. 8:6-7, “For to be carnally 
minded is death; but to be spiritually 
minded is life and peace. Because the 
carnal mind is enmity against God: for 
it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be.” 

Now some one will say, “Brother 
Dickey, how do we know we are sancti- 
fied?” I will let the Bible answer. Read 
Heb. 10:14-15, “For by one offering 
he hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified. Whereof the Holy Ghost 
also is a witness to us.” Rom. 8:16, 
“The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of 
God.” Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on such the second death hath no 
power.” So if we want to be raised in 
the first resurrection we must be wholly 
sanctified. Read Acts 26:14-19, where 
Paul was commissioned by Jesus to 
preach sanctification. 

In closing, go with me to Acts 20:32, 
“And now, brethren, I commend you 
to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified.” 

All you who have been skeptical 
about the baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
sanctification after regeneration, come 
on out now and take the Bible and lay 
down tradition and get the blessing by 
consecrating your life and your all to 
God for time and eternity.

Twenty Churches Open in Moscow 
According to RNS, there remains 


twenty churches open in Moscow—with 
a longing more widespread than in many 
years, evident in Russia, according to re- 
ports coming from Stockholm. The Rus- 
sian Christmas observance saw all 
churches crowded by deeply-touched and 
praying people. While twenty churches 
were open in Moscow this past Christ- 
mas there were only two open last year. 
ns 
Conscientious Objectors 


According to Time, up to last week 
the nation had only 6,277 men who had 
actually been classified as “conscientious 
objectors.” An additional 6,577 men 
had been classed as objectors but willing 
to accept noncombatant service. These 
were ambulance drivers, stretcher-bear- 
ers, etc. There were 1,000 to 1,300 men 
in prison as draft-law violators. These 
were avowed conscientious objectors. 
Half of these were Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
These groups total 14,000, as against 
3,989 conscientious objectors of World 
War I who were confined in camps. One 
thousand three hundred of the above 
number accepted noncombatant service. 
Britain is reported to have 50,000 con- 
scientious objectors in the present war. 


Many Varieties 


The National Association of Educa- 
tion, Washington, D. C., reports that 
“The American dream is that the many 
national, racial, and religious subgroups 
will blend to produce like symphonic 
music the most civilized cultural ensem- 
ble in the history of human relations. 

“We of the United States are: One- 
third of a million, India; one-third of a 
million, Oriental, Filipino, and Mexican; 
60 million, Anglo-Saxon; 10 million, 
Irish; 15 million, Teutonic; 9 million, 
Slavic; 5 million, Italian; 4 million, 
Scandinavian; 2 million, French; 13 
million, Negro; 1 million each, Finn, 
Lithuanian, Greek. 
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“In addition we are: 2 million, Angli- 
can Episcopalian; 40 million, Evangeli- 
cal Protestant; 1 million, Eastern Orth- 
odox; 4% million, Jew; two-thirds of 
a million, Mormon; one-tenth of a mil- 
lion, Quaker; 22 million, Roman Cath- 
olic; one-half million, Christian Scien- 
tist.”

Out of Gas 


Dr. Wilbur T. Clemens, general sec- 
retary of the New York State Council 
of Churches, declared (at Albany) that, 
“The time has come for the three major 
faiths to demand a showdown with gov- 
ernment authorities in regard to the 
‘unfair distribution of available gas.’ ” 
He declared he would communicate with 
the Federal Council of Churches and 
with state and local federations to urge 
a protest against “discrimination and 
favoritism.” Dr. Clemens added, ““Brew- 
ery trucks receive all the gas they want 
so they can continue to impede the war, 
while schools and churches have cooper- 
ated to the best of their ability in ad- 
justing schedules, are asked to further 
curtail their activities.” This is a case 
of those who do not know the value of 
the Church having the authority to 
“ration” and hinder its progress.

Death Rate During and After 
Prohibition 


A report of the Federal Bureau of Vital 
Statistics. An analysis of the report made 
for National W.C.T.U. shows a 53.55 per 
cent increase in alcoho! death rate during 
repeal’s first five years over the rate for 
prohibition’s first five years, when anti- 
liquor laws were most strictly enforced. 

From 1913 to 1917, inclusive, a typi- 
cal five-year period before prohibition, 
alcoholism caused 17,974 deaths, an av- 
erage of 3,594.8 yearly. During the first 
five years of prohibition, 1920 to 1924, 
inclusive, alcohol deaths dropped to 11,- 
279, a yearly average of only 2,255.8. 
The first five prohibition repeal years 
saw the deaths skyrocket to 17,320, an 
average of 3,464 every 12 months. 


The alcohol death rate in 1918 was 
sharply reduced, the survey disclosed, 
but the study reveals that this was more 
because of growing dry sentiment than 
of the World War. The wartime drop in 
alcohol deaths continued definitely 
downward through 1920, when national 
prohibition went into effect. 

Prohibition brought about a decided 





plunge in the number of alcohol deaths 
during the years from 1920 to 1930, in- 
clusive, in such states ‘as Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Indiana, Minnesota, Montana, 
New Hampshire, Ohio, Virginia and 
Washington, where the dry laws were 
most rigidly enforced. In all those states 
alcohol deaths during the prohibition 
decade were much below those of the 
preceding ten years. 

On the other hand, the alcohol death 
rate steadily increased toward the end of 
the legal prohibition era in California, 
Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island, 
where the dry laws were not enforced * 


properly. 
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Religion and the Bear 

A report coming out of New York by 
RNS states that “the Russian Tifilis 
radio laid special emphasis on freedom 
of religion and conscience in the Sovict 
Union. The announcer stressed the 
patriotism of the Russian clergy and the 
contributions of Christians to the war 
efforts.” This may be a hopeful sign, as 
there are some other indications of a 
change in Russian policy toward religion. 
P. E. T. Widrington, in an editorial in 
Christendom published at Oxford, Eng- 
land, says, that ds far back as 1936 there 
has been a growing evidence of a change 
in Stalin’s attitude toward the Church. 
Legal disabilities remain, but in prac- 
tice they have been modified. Stalin is a 
man who cannot brook failure, and when 
he realized that the propaganda of the 
“Godless Union” had failed, he quietly 
began to make concessions. He saw that 
after twelve years of vigorous effort on 
the part of the Union, one-third of the 
town and two-thirds of the village pop- 
ulations were still Christian. Here is a 
list of concessions authorized by Stalin 
since 1936: 

“The restoration of civil rights to the 
clergy, the suppression of blasphemous 
films and plays; abolition of the test for 
the Army which penalized church mem- 
bers; revision of school manuals which 
made scurrilous attacks on religion; per- 
mission to observe religious festivals; 
the restoration of the seven-day week, 
with Sunday as rest day; suspension of 
the publishing activities of the Godless 
Union. This list could be extended, but 
is sufficient to show that a change is 
taking place in the Soviet attitude to- 
ward religion. 


“There are still many hundreds of the 
clergy in penal institutions in Siberia 
and elsewhere; other hundreds aré earn- 
ing their living in secular occupations. 
It is going to require years to increase 
the number of the clergy to meet the 
requirements of the churches, provided 
the present leniency continues.”

“Brethren, pray for us, that the word 
of the Lord may have free course, and 
be glorified, even as it is with you.” 
2 Thess. 3:1 


In obedience to the heavenly vision, 
the Apostle Paul had heeded the call 
and gone into Macedonia, and stationed 
himself at Thessalonica, the ancient 
metropolis of that province. Here he 

@izc preached in his accustomed plain- 
ness and power “the glorious gospel of 
the blessed Christ.” Multitudes, guided 
by its light, had emerged from the 
darkness of pagan idolatry to worship- 
ing the true and living God. Under its 
power he had also seen the obdurate 
heart of the Jew break with penitence, 
and his faith and hope in the despised 
Nazarene confirmed. In view of the 
wonderful success of the gospel among 
them, the apostle commences his first 
epistle to them in language of devout 
praise and thanksgiving: “We _ give 
thanks to God always for you all, mak- 
ing mention of you in our prayers; re- 
membering without ceasing your work 
of faith and labor of love and patience 
of hope in our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
in the sight of God our Father; know- 
ing, brethren beloved, your election of 
God; for our gospel camé not unto you 
in word ‘only, but in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost, and in much assurance. 
So that ye were ensamples to all that 
believe in Macedonia and Achaia. For 
from you sounded out the word of the 
Lord, not only in Macedonia and 
Achaia, but also in every place, your 
faith to God—word is spread abroad.” 


Unhindered 


Such were the triumphant effects of 
the gospel preached to the Jews and 
idolators of Thessalonica. The apostle 
having gathered them into a church, 
left them, and went out to publish the 
truth in other places. In his second 
epistles, sent to them from Athens, 
he solicits, among other things, their 
fervent prayers that “the gospel might 
have free course and be glorified, even 
as with them.” Mark he does not ask 
them to pray that the gospel might have 
imparted to it any inherent power which 
it did not already possess; he only asks 
prayers that the simple truth as com- 
mitted to them by Christ might have 
free course—might run unobstructed— 
and its ligitimate influence upon the 
hearts and lives of men would show 
itself to be glorious truth. Unhindered, 
its enlightening, renovating, transform- 
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ing power upon the entire character 
and condition of man is as certain as 
the succession of light to the rising of 
the sun. It will carry along with itself 
convincing proof of its divine origin, 
and illumine its own course by its bril- 
liant victories over every species of er- 
ror and delusion. 

The sentiment of the text may there- 
fore be embraced in this thought: First, 
the truth is glorified by its effects. The 
unadulterated Word of God is truth, 
and is that in which a heavenly mind 
takes peculiar delight. Its moral beauty 
and sweetness find a corresponding af- 
fection in every holy and devout heart. 
Said the Psalmist concerning the stat- 
utes of the Lord, ‘More to be desired 
are they than gold, yea, than fine gold; 
sweeter also than honey and the honey 
comb.” 

“O how love I thy law, it is my 
meditation all the day!” But this is a 
love of the truth for its own sake, ab- 
stractly considered. But let us contem- 
plate it by its properties and effects. 
The truth is glorified by its effects on 
the community. It contemplates men as 
social beings, and as such is adopted to 
all their wants. What community is so 
ignorant that it may not enlighten? or 
so degraded that it may not elevate? 
or so lost in apostasy that it may not 
redeem and bless? Other expedients 
have been tried on communities and 
nations, thus ignorant and degraded, 
but with little success. 


The Gospel Exalts and Elevates 


Civilization has long been deemed by 
some to be fully adequate to relieve the 
community of its evils. But its conflict 
with them has only demonstrated its 
impotency. In spite of its influence, 
mankind has been ignorant of their 
highest good, and slaves to the worst 
passions of the human mind. It has 
not the power even to disenthrall the 
mind from the worst forms of super- 
stition and idolatry, as evidenced in 
the ancient empires of the eastern 
world; not from the most flagrant vio- 
lations of divine law and human rights, 
as seen to exist amid all the monuments 
of the most refined modern, civil, and 
social improvements. 


A cultivation of the intellect and a 
general diffusion of knowledge among 
the people, have been urged by many 
to be the only redeeming expedient that 
can raise a nation to its highest possible 
elevation. There is, if we mistake not, 


an overlooking fondness at the present 
day of relying upon this expedient to 
cure the evils of society. Important as 
general learning may be, it can never 
remedy the moral evils of the heart. 
Mere intellect has no moral characteris- 
tics, and under its highest cultivation 
every species of licentiousness and crime 
have flourished. Others, again, boast of 
philosophy as adequate to reform a com- 
munity. But here let Cicero speak. “Do 
you think,” said he, “that those _ pre- 
cepts of morality had any influence, ex- 
cept in a very few instances, upon the 
men who speculated, wrote, and dis- 
puted concerning them? No! Who is 
there, of all the philosophers, whose 
mind and manners were conformed to 
the dictates of right reason? Who of 
them ever made his philosophy the law 
and rule of this life, and not merely 
an occasion of displaying his own in- 
genuity? On the contrary, many of 
them have been slaves to the vilest 
lusts.” 


The Failure of Philosophy 


And if philosophy failed to reform 
philosophers themselves, how wretched 
must have been the masses on whom it 
shed no light! Nothing healing, regen- 
erating, and saving has ever issued from 
these systems of human device. Where, 
then, may humanity look for help? To 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, pure and 
undefiled. Let it have free course; let 
it pervade the nation; let it come home 
to the hearts of men; let its doctrines 
and precepts, in their plainness and sim- 
plicity, be obeyed by all, and the com- 
munity will receive its highest possible 
elevation in all that is great and good. 
It is man’s bill of rights sent down 
from heaven to him, which appropri- 
ately secures to him every natural, moral, 
intellectual, civil, domestic, religious and 
immortal interest. It secures to indivi- 
duals their rights and immunities, and 
all the purity, elevation, and refinement 
of character of which they are suscep- 
tible in this life, and ultimate alliance 
to angels in the world to come. Hence 
it must impart to the community, 
which is composed of individuals, a cor- 
responding elevation and refinement. It 
forms for it a correct conscience, gives 
sanction of its laws, aids in the admin- 
istration of justice, fosters every hu- 
man and benevolent institution, aims 
at the emancipation of the oppressed, 
and would secure to all the greatest 
possible amount of happiness. All this is

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Address of Hon. George H. Bender,

Extension of remarks of Hon. Everett 
M. Dirksen, of Illinois, in the House of 
Representatives, Monday, December 14, 
1942. 


Mr. DirksEN. Mr. Speaker, under leave 
to extend my remarks in the Record, I 
include the following address by the 
Honorable George H. Bender, Member of 
Congress from Ohio, before the Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army of Stateless and 
Palestinian Jews, at the Knickerbocker 
Hotel, at Chicago, Ill., on Wednesday 
evening, December 16, 1942: 

HANK you, Mr. Chairman. I am 

happy, indeed, to be present with 
you this evening. The news of the day 
is joyous and heartening to the freedom- 
loving peoples of the world. We sense 
at last a turn in the tide. From the be- 
ginning of the war religious men and 
women of every creed have instinctively 
believed that Hitler could not conquer. 
We have never for a moment doubted the 
intervention of God to crush this mon- 
ster of destruction. Today the end is not 
yet clearly in sight, but there is a glimpse 
of light off in the horizon, a light that 
will grow brighter day by day until the 
sun rises once more upon a world at 
peace. 

We have many undertakings to per- 
form before that day arrives. As mem- 
bers of the Jewish faith, you have com- 
plex problems to solve. As a member of 
the Christian faith, I have a solemn ob- 
ligation to help you solve them. 

All of us remember the thirty-seventh 
chapter of the Book of Ezekiel. The 
young prophet is standing alone and 
frightened in the midst of a valley of 
bones. Bewildered, he looks around him 
and suddenly he hears the voice of God 
speaking to him, “Can these bones 
stand? Can these dry limbs arise? Can 
life be breathed into them once more?” 
And while the prophet stands pondering 
these questions the valley is suddenly 
filled with the rustle of a great wind. 
The dry bones are joined together. Flesh 
and muscle cover them, and behold, in 
a4 moment, the valley that was full of 
death became a valley vibrant with life. 

Tonight in this great city and in other 
cities throughout the land, men and 
women of every faith and creed are liv- 
ing in Ezekiel’s valley. We meet to think 
of the regeneration of mankind, spir- 
itually and physically. Since 1914. we 
have watched the peoples of Europe torn 
asunder, driven to bitter hatreds. Out of 
those hates have been born fears. Out of 
those fears has been born death. And in 
these days of war, Europe and Asia have 
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become vast charnel houses. Innocent 
men and women have been destroyed 
ruthlessly, their homes blasted from the 
face of the earth, their farms devastated, 
their families torn apart. It is a picture of 
black despair. It is truly Ezekiel’s valley 
of bones once more. It is truly a valley 
of death. But in this picture of dark de- 
struction, we must remember the _pro- 
phet’s answer. We must remind the world 
that the bones of death can still be re- 
called to life. 

Here tonight we know with the cer- 
tainty of all right-thinking men and 
women that in the struggle of light and 
darkness, light must always prevail. This 
is a meeting sponsored by the Committee 
for a Jewish Army of Stateless and Pal- 
estinian Jews. What meanings these 
words convey. Stateless men and women, 
people without a country, children with- 
out a home. Can there be men and women 
in this twentieth century who have no 
place to call their own? What monstrous 
crime against the progress of civilization 
does such a term represent? 

We in America know the meaning of 
these words. For our people, whether they 
came in 1620 or 1900, came to this land 
because they could not find the freedom 
and justice which they demanded across 
the seas. They came to this continent 
driven by many forces—physical oppres- 
sion, religious persecution, discrimina- 
tion. All these words are all too familiar 
to the Jewish people of the world. 

It is a.dark and desolate picture our 
world presents. But in these days of De- 
cember 1942, the atmosphere is clearing. 
Today we know where we stand. Chris- 
tians and Jews alike have discovered the 
meaning of Europe’s wars. We have 
found the key to human suffering in the 
pages of the Old Testament. When God 
called upon Cain to ask, “Where is Abel 
thy brother?” Cain replied: “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” 

Today we know the true answer to 
this question. It must be a thundering 
“Yes!” We must know today that all of 
us are our brother’s keepers, that there 
are no longer islands where men may hud- 
dle together, forgetful of the world ouc- 
side. We, who are Christians, know that 
the fate of our brother men, whether 
they be members of the Jewish faith, 
whether they be Hindus, whether they 
be Mohammedans, whatever may be their 
creed, must be one fate. 

The English poet, John Donne, ex- 
pressed it beautifully when he wrote these 
words: 


*‘No man is an island entire of itself; 
Every man is a piece of the continent, 
a part of the mainland. 





Making Place for the Jews 


If a clod be washed away by the sea, 
Europe is the less; 

Any man’s death diminishes me, because 
I am involved in mankind. 

And therefore never send to know for 
whom the bell tolls; 

It tolls for thee.” 


We have still a long way to go, but 
we are moving on the road to intercon- 
tinental friendships. In this new solidar- 
ity of peoples throughout the world we 
are recognizing many new truths. And 
among these truths is this: Throughout 
its history, the Jewish people has been 
the conscience of mankind. In the per- 
secutions of the Middle Ages, in the dis- 
crimination of modern times, there have 
been some among you who seemed will- 
ing to sell their birthright for a mess of 
pottage. Some were willing to trade the 
historic insistence of their people upon 
justice, equality, and freedom for the 
sake of temporary acceptance. 


Today all this pretense has been cut 
away. Today we know that the prophetic 
message of Amos and Isaiah, of Hosea 
and Micah, will not be stilled. We stand 
at a moment in world history when deci- 
sions must be made which will determine 
the course of events for many genera- 
tions ahead. Either we shall succeed in 
building a lasting foundation of peace or 
we shall plunge ourselves once more into 
the abyss of darkness. 

In your struggle the Jewish people has 
developed an instinct for the right. Per- 
haps it was born out of your sorrows. 
Perhaps it was kindled out of the fires 
of the Inquisition. Perhaps it comes from 
the poetry of your prayer book. But 
whatever its source we know that your 
people stand as a symbol. You stand on 
the level of civilization of any given per- 
iod. When tolerance and friendship have 
been offered to you these eras have raised 
mankind to a higher level. When oppres- 
sion and slaughter have been your fate 
civilization has sunk to barbaric levels. 

These are the factors of world history 
which the Jewish people know as a group. 
But in this twentieth century there have 
arisen new challenges which all of us 
must recognize. Today the world is faced 
with a major crisis. To meet that crisis 
we have marshaled the strength of the 
United Nations. These nations which 
have resisted successfully will be glori- 
fied on the pages of history. Those which 
have collapsed beneath the weight of the 
aggressor will be resurrected. 

But in this moment of world history 
there is a grave danger, the danger that 
many compromises will once more be 
attempted by a war-weary world. When 
this peace comes to be written the peo- 
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ples of every country, victors as well as 
vanquished, may be exhausted. They will 
be tired of fighting. They will be inter- 
ested in a peace at any price. They may 
forget the ideals for which they fought. 

It is your job to prevent the world 
from forgetting these ideals. 

In Palestine today there live half a 
million Jewish men and women and chil- 
dren. Those immigrants range from pen- 
niless refugees who have fled to Pales- 
tine from the scourge of war to Nobcl 
prize winners. In a quarter of a century 
you have turned a primitive country in- 
to « land flowing with milk and honey. 
Farm communities have been established 
on hillsides that produced nothing but 
weeds for 2,000 years. You have raised 
Tel Aviv from a shifting sand dune to 
a community of 175,000 men and 
women. Hospitals, schools, universities, 
huge industrial enterprises, are a monu- 
ment to your resolution. To those who 
said that Palestine could not be, you have 
answered not with words but with deeds. 
Today your homeland stands as a com- 
bination of resolute, stern common sense 
mingled with the poetry from which it 
took its inspiration. 

These are great achievements. They 
must be defended if they are to endure. 

Today we have among us practical pol- 
iticians who are talking about “ob- 
stacles.” The British Government has 
not troubled to distinguish between a 
mandate and a colony. It was no part 
of the purpose of the League of Nations 
to turn over Palestine to Great Britain 
for purposes of imperial exploitation. 
When the League vested control of Pal- 
estine in the hands of the British, it did 
so in the belief that the Balfour Declara- 
tion would be the basis upon which the 
mandate would be administered. No one 
knows better than you how far short 
this program has fallen. 

Today there are many who raise again 
the Arab question. Cleverly, they are at- 
tempting to undo the work which you 
have done in Palestine by raising the 
ghost of Arab aspirations. They purpose- 
ly conceal the fact that fewer than 8,- 
000,000 Arabs live on a quarter of a 
million square miles of potentially fertile 
soil in the Near East. They conceal the 
fact that present-day Palestine has been 
arbitrarily split, that the whole area of 
Transjordania—three times as large as 
Palestine itself—is excluded from modern 
Palestine. They do not confess that few- 
er than ten Arabs live on each square 
mile of this territory. 

These facts must not be ignored. It 
must be your job as intelligent citizens 
of the new world to prevent the world 
from forgetting these things. The world 
admires those who win, those who fight 
for their rights, those who insist upon 
recognition. 

The practical question which you must 
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not forget is this: What you do today 
cannot be erased tomorrow. What you 
postpone until tomorrow may never be 
realized. There is one sure way in which 
the Jewish people of the world can pre- 
vent themselves from becoming the for- 
gotten men of the post-war world. 

The forces of hate and Hitler have an- 
nounced their determination to wipe out 
all the Jews of Europe. They have de- 
clared war. Surely a people has the right 
to defend itself when it is struck. Surely 
an army to meet force with force is not 
only a necessity, but justice. A Jewish 
army is not a sentimental ideal today. It 
has become a military necessity to keep a 
great people alive. You should be fight- 
ing as a unit today, to win your freedom 
tomorrow. 

Then when the job is accomplished, 
fighting as a unit for the homeland sac- 
redly pledged by 52 nations to you, you 
can demand what the world has so fre- 
quently refused to grant, the re-estab- 
lishment of a Jewish commonwealth as a 
member of the commonwealth of all na- 
tions. 

When this war is over, literally mil- 
lions of men, women, and. children will 
furnish a problem in stricken Europe. 
The nations will be reluctant to meet 
this issue. Uprooted from their homes, 
driven out of Poland, Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, France, and Italy, the Jewish 
people will not willingly return to those 
who so mercilessly persecuted them. They 
will have the right won by agonizing 
suffering to say to the world: “You have 
made it impossible for us to live in the 
countries of our birth. Give us now the 
right to live in the one country of our 
eternal hope.” 

It is your job to remind the world 
that the Palestine of the Jewish people 
is not a fragmentary, bisected, piecemeal 
Palestine. It is a Jewish commonwealth, 
stretching from the mountains of Leb- 
anon in the north to the desert in the 
south, from the Mediterranean on the 
west across the Jordan to the Arabian 
Desert. It must be a community in 
which the Jewish people is the majority 
people, ruling its destiny as the people 
of Switzerland, or Czechoslovakia, or 
Greece, rule theirs. 

Those who raise the “practical” objec- 
tions are the most impractical among us. 
They have been stirring up these false 
issues for generations, creating more ob- 
stacles than there were before. 

In this wartime the Jewish people 
must assert its rights clearly. This is no 
time to tread softly. It is no time to 
suppress your demands in the hush-hush 
manner. At the end of the First World 
War the Zionist dream made its greatest 
strides forward. At the end of this war 
it can be and should be translated into 
reality. 


Palestine is the only answer which the 
Jewish people of the world can accept. 
No people can live a normal life without 
roots in the soil. You have had your 
spiritual roots in the land of Palestine for 
5,000 years. When your temples were de- 
stroyed, your poets and your scholars 
rekindled your hope of restoration. Out 
of this war we must see that lasting 
good shall come. 

The world must have a rebuilt Jewish 
homeland in Palestine, where millions 
of oppressed and persecuted may live in 
peace. Such a homeland will prove a 
source of practical strength and spiri- 
tual regeneration, not only to the Jew- 
ish people of the world but also to those 
non-Jews who have grown callous and in- 
different to the fate of mankind. Let 
the nations of the world understand that 
by kindling anew this light in the Near 
East we shall be blessing, not only those 
who receive but those who give. Let them 
understand that such a Jewish common- 
wealth is an absolute necessity in a just, 
free world. Then we shall be bringing 
to pass the prophetic utterances of those 
who have made you the bearers of God’s 
message to all the world: 


“Key Me Tzion Taytsay Soro 
U-dvar Adonoy Me Yerushalayim.”

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DOWN MEXICO WAY WITH 
THE ARCHERS 


(Continued from last issue) 


In a five-hour journey we cross seven 
rivers, three of them being the same 
river, and in three cases we have to 
cross by rowboat and swim the horses. 
Half way back we turn the horses back, 
by a brother who came with us for that 
purpose, cross the river once more, and 
start on foot for a six-hour hike straight 
into and over some of the wildest moun- 
tains in Mexico. For an hour and a half 
the trail is fairly well marked, but then 
we leave the regular trail to tunnel 
through vines hanging from two-hun- 
dred-foot high trees. Ruben and _ his 
adopted son, who has been in the insti- 
tute and is now helping Ruben and 
preaching with exceptional ability, had 
themselves been over this route but 
once, and there was no evidence that 
anyone else had ever been over it. In 
the valleys we often had to slash our 
way with a macheta, the ever-present 
three-foot-long swordlike knife carried 
by all country people in these parts. But 
over the ridges we enjoy the cool, per- 
petual shade of the huge tropical trees 
of this virgin forest. There are four 
such ridges to cross, and by the time 
we are mounting the last one, this writ- 
er knows well that a man fat and 
forty-six does not have the same stam- 
ina that he had in hiking the mountains 
of California at the age of twenty. Our 
legs feel like two sacks of lead, and we 
are glad to settle down on a log and 
listen to the strange voices of the forest, 
the call of tropical birds and the chat- 
tering of a distant band of monkeys. 
Once, in crossing a small stream, we 
see the elephantlike footprints of an 
antiburro, the nearest we came to see- 
ing any of the numerous wild animals 
of these unexplored mountains. But, as 
we remarked to Ruben, the body may 
weaken and give way, but the joy of 
serving the Master grows steadily 
stronger. 

Night settles quickly after sunset in 
the tropics. One moment one can be 
reading and five minutes later cannot 
see to read. Just as tropical dusk is 
settling like a fog over us, and a pale 
moon casts a shadow through the num- 
erous palms in this little valley, we 
come upon the first of this puebla’s 
palm leaf homes and are soon given the 
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usual joyous welcome in the home of 
the pastor, Sister Ruth Espinosa. She is 
the only woman pastor we have in 
Mexico, and she is doing a splendid job 
of it. She not only attends to this village 
of five hundred souls, but travels on 
foot or horse some ten miles through the 
forests to attend two other works which 
she has opened in the last few months. 
Always she is accompanied by a group 
of brothers and sisters who never tire 
of going to church. They return after 
service, sometimes in bright moonlight 
through the 
black, stormy night. It is a pleasure to 
help people who appreciate our Lord 
like that. 


This puebla is named La Mina (the 
mine). It is said that there is a lost 
mine somewhere in the mountains near 
by, for which the puebla was originally 
named. Also, there is supposed to be a 
lost city somewhere back in these un- 
known mountains. Ruben has permis- 
sion from the government to take up 
the land for a Christian colony, but 
thus far has been unsuccessful in three 
trips in search of the lost city. 

So great was the revival conducted 
by Brother Ruben in this village, that 
the Catholics gave up and abandoned 
their temple. While here, we made ar- 
rangements for the local Church of 
God to buy this temple for our perman- 
ent church. 


We are three nights in this section, 
where scores of hungry people, to whom 
the gospel is a strange new message, 
listen with profound attention to the 
simplest possible explanation of the 
world’s most profound subject, the sav- 
ing, sanctifying, healing and baptising 
power of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ; and at the invitation, come 
eagerly forward to seek Him of whom 
they have so recently learned. 


As one looks upon the careworn, 
stolid faces of these suffering people, 
whose clothes are usually hung together 
by patches, who live in the primitive 


‘hardships of their forefathers of cen- 


turies ago, sleeping on the floor or hard 
boards, with no change for wet cloth- 
ing, working with the crudest possible 
homemade tools in their little patches 
of corn and rice, suffering the hard- 
ships of ticks and chiggers, improper 
food and sanitation, tired and often sick 
in body, without food, without doctors, 





without hope or faith, one realizes what 
the Bible means when it says that Christ 
was moved with compassion for them, 
for they were as sheep not having any 
shepherd, and one can pray for their 
sick with the simple assurance that the 
all-loving, compassionate Christ will de- 
liver them from their suffering. 

More and more we sense the pressure 
of our work piling upon us in Mexico 
City, so we urge our overseer to push 
our schedule along, planning our itiner- 
ary so as to be in some church every 
night. To accomplish this we often have 
to hike all day, but the blessing of the 
Lord always attends the services. In 
Guadalupe we urge the immediate con- 
struction of a building. In Las Vegas 
we dedicate a new building. In Los 
Naranjos, from which I am now writ- 
ing, we conduct services to a packed 
house, in the temple we dedicated a few 
months ago. In Santa Cruz we arrange 
to buy a building for this splendid new 
work. Tonight we drop down the rail 
line for three hours to our new work 
in Isla. And tomorrow start the two 
days’ journey for Mexico City, well 
pleased with the forward progress of 
The Church of God in these parts, and 
delighted to get home to an American 
meal once more. 

We do not feel that this article would 
be properly complete without paying 
tribute to Sister Archer, who not only 
so faithfully carries on her own heavy 
duties in Mexico City, but who also 
takes all that is possible of my responsi- 
bilities while I am away on these long 
trips, so that it is possible for me to be 
away with the assurance in my heart 
that all is being taken care of there. 
Were it not for this, it would be virtu- 
ally impossible for me to make these 
trips. Like the Kluzits in Haiti and the 
Dominican Islands, we have not one 
worker representing The Church of 
God in Southern Mexico, but two.

The 
secretary of the club told Brother 
Bridges a few days after the meeting 
that they would like to make our cafe- 
teria their official headquarters, but 
felt the service he had given them was 
worth far more than they had been 
paying.

implied in its divine origin, and hence, 
to doubt its competency, to produce 
these blessed results, and resort to other 
expedients, is a virtual impeachment of 
the claims of the gospel to divine au- 
thenticity. But give us the gospel, the 
pure gospel, the whole gospel, and its 
own brilliant conquests over sin, error 
and superstition, will proclaim its 
heavenly birth, and its adaptedness to all 
the wants of man in his social relations. 

Second: The truth of God is glori- 
fied by its effects upon the family com- 
pact. The domestic institution is from 
God and He designed that it should 
be the nursery of all the social and 
moral virtues, and where should 
comingle and flow out all the sweet 
charities of life. But the true source 
of domestic happiness is found in prac- 
tical religion, and not in the flowery 
religions of the fancy. “The secret of 
happiness lies folded in the leaves of 
the Bible, and is carried in the bosom 
of religion.” In “the word of the Lord” 
all the relative duties of husband and 
wife, parent and child, brother and sis- 
ter, master and servant are plainly 
taught and enforced. And where all the 
members of the household are cemented 
together by religious affection, and re- 
volve harmoniously around one com- 
mon center of attraction, they attain 
to the highest degree of domestic felic- 
ity. The effect of the apostasy was to 
separate mankind from God, and this 
prepared the way from disunion among 
themselves. 

The Gospel Unites 

The effect of the gospel, attended by 
the Spirit, is first to unite them to 
God, and them to one-another. Natural 
affection, cemented by the true spirit 
of Christianity, forms therefore the only 
proper basis of the family compact. 
What place this side of heaven more 
strikingly resembles it in _blessedness, 
than a family thus united by love and 
sanctified by grace? The Word of God 
teaches the duty of family prayer. Ac- 
cordingly, what scene is more morally 
beautiful than that where the father 
and mother gather about them their be- 
loved children, read the inspired Book, 
unite in a sacred song of praise, in which 
all their voices blend, and then, with 
deep devotion invoke the great bless- 
ings of God? The Bible also enjoins that 
the love of husband and wife be mutual 
and sincere, and that all the duties grow- 
ing out of this endeared relation be 
faithfully performed. Accordingly, this 
injunction has restored to the wife that 
place in the family constitution which 
her Creator originally designed her to 
fill—to be the companion and not the 
slave of man. While in nations which lie 
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beyond the pale of Christianity, she is 
robbed of her rights and reduced to a 
state of abjectness and servitude. It also 
teaches parental duties, which if faith- 
fully performed, secure to the children 
that early moral and religious training 
so necessary to stamp them with the 
seal of heaven, and prepare them for 
the responsibilities of this life, and for 
the higher employments of the life 
which is to come. 

Thus the gospel Christ would plant 
the domestic fields with is everything 
that is morally beautiful. It would secure 
to the family constitution its highest pos- 
sible excellence and influence, together 
with the blessings of a covenant God, 
through successive generations. We may 
trace the history of many a family in 
which the gospel has radiated its light, 
and “show it to be like a pure vigorous 
stream, urging its course through a 
turbid lake, with the waters of which 
it refuses to blend, and maintaining its 
own characteristic amidst surrounding 
impurity.” 

Produces Character 

Thirdly: The truth is glorified by its 
effects on individual character. It finds 
man in a state of condemnation, cast 
out from the favor of God, weltering 
in his morbid pollutions, and exposed 
to eternal death. Her voice is to all 
without distinction; to men of every 
color, climate and condition; to the 
sick and the despairing, to the rich and 
to the poor. She impairs no faculty, 
prohibits no rational enjoyment, in- 
flicts no suffering; but, finding man in 
his depravity and wickedness, she offers 
him, upon easy terms, salvation, peace 
and eternal blessedness. Nor does she 
offer this in vain. 

Endless Proof 

The experiment has been in progress 
for ages, is now passing before our eyes, 
and when fairly tried, has never, in a 
single instance, failed to redeem her 
pledges. The reason is, because - the 
truths of Christianity are in every re- 
spect adopted to the nature and char- 
acter of man ruined by sin. Unlike any 
other system of religion, she reveals to 
him his immortality—the value of his 
soul; stamps new interest on all his 
acts and relations; points him to a more 
exalted state of being, and binds him 
to eternity. Nor does she leave him here. 
She warns him of immortality, but does 
not assure him that he will, as a matter 
of course, be blessed in that immortali- 
ty. He is made to know that he has vio- 
lated against the laws of heaven, has 
violated infinite obligations, and de- 
serves to be punished eternally; but that 
infinite Wisdom has, not withstanding, 
found a ransom. 

“God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but 


have everlasting life.” Here he learns 
how the legal difficulty in the way of 
his salvation is removed, and pardon to 
the guilty is offered. His faith takes 
hold of divine, precious, peace-giving 
blood. His fears of wrath to come are 
dispelled. He can look with composure 
at eternity, and contemplate his im- 
mortality with joy. Here all his inward 
difficulties are removed. 

What was impossible with man was 
possible with God. What a change! The 
burden of his soul is gone. He stands re- 
deemed in Christ, and looks forward in 
hope to a blessed beyond. 

Whereas he was once blind, he now 
sees; once deaf, he now hears; once a 
slave, he is now free; once grovelling 
in the dirt, he is now destined to be 
exalted in due time unto God for ever. 
How transforming, how triumphant the 
effects of truth on individual character! 


Blessed truth and its triumphs!
